A close-fitting yoke fitter! snugly 
about the waist, and the seams were 
bound with narrow taffeta ribbons. 

A durable silk waist that has seen 
long service took its share ol the rip- 
ping and washing and pressing. 
The best part of the full body and 
duge aleeveB were cut into narrow 
bias bamts, which were hemmed and 
put on the skirt iu two small, lull 
ruffles. The yoke ol the skirt was 
drawn in to fit bv narrow taffeta rib- 
bon run into the back ol tire yoke.

HIS LAST GAME. 

Why he Refused to Accept a 
Winning and Decided 

to Play No More. 



A party of fi vc gentlemen had been 
in the habit ol meeting once a week 
to play poker.

Ills friends took up the money and 
bowed in silence Their astonishment 
and teapcct were too great for words 
The lawyer soon rose and left the 
room, never to return.

The Valley 
road directors are already preparing 
bonds with a view ol promptly resum- 
the construction south of Fresno and 
n other directions This wilt e mploy 
hundreds ol workmen. The South- 
ern Pacific Company managers antic- 
ipate a boom in freight business and 
looks to giving increased employment 
in car ahops along the road in conse- 
quence. In all directions are heard 
reports of an encouraging nature. 

Springfield, Mass., Nov. 7.— The 
Spaulding Sc Pepper Manufacturing 
Company has started up its factory in 
Chicopee, after a few weeks’ shut 
down, pending the results of the 
election. The company had a large 
number ol orders conditional upon 
the Republican victory. 

Pittsburg, Nov. 7.— With the news 
of McKinley’s election the announce- 
ment was made by many manufactur- 
ers that operation in idle mills would 
resume. At Jones & Lrugblin's the 
continuous mill was put on, and the 
steel mill went oa in lull. Two hun- 
dred more men were given employ- 
ment In the hoop department ol 
Painter & Son's mill. At Zutu Sc 
Co’s plant 22 additional puddling 
furnaces were put on. Olivar's 
South Tenth street mill also started 
up. 

Many other factories here are light- 
ing 36 furnaces. The 600 shops em- 
ployes of the Pennsylvania railroad 
went on full time, with an increase 
in wages of 10 per cent.

The Russian Dlspo- s.ry System for 
Stla of Spirits. 

Tho extension of tho avatoni of 
monopoly of tho aalo of spirit* by 
tho crown In Ituauia is described by 
our consul general nt St. Petersburg 
In Ids last report, says tho London 
Times. The system was first intro- 
duced In 1H1I3 la tho provinces of 
Penn, Ufa, Orenburg and Sunmro, 
and won extended from July 1, 1 WMt, 
to Ilcsnmblu, Volhynla, Ekntorinus- 
lav, Kieff, Podolla, Poltava, the 
Tuurida, Kherson and Tchomlgov. 
To those provinces tho system ha» 
boon applied, with some modifica- 
tions, which’ local peculiarities and 
conditions hove necessitated. Tlie 
modifications consist principally In 
tho acquisition by tho government 
of corn brandy from small brandy 
distilleries, whereas In the four east- 
ern provinces such purvheees were 
confined to large distilleries. More- 
over, brandy distilled from grain 
and potatoes will be acquired by the 
government In prefereneo to that 
obtnlne.1 from tho residue of augur

KENTUCKY CROP REPORT. 

Condition of Crops and Live 
Stock November 1, 

1896. 

Report on condition of emps and 
slock on November tat is taken from 
replies from 151 corretpondents, rep. 
relenting 101 counties. 

WHEAT. 

Early in the season the tendency 
was towards a decreased acreage ot 
wheat This was materislly checked 
hofh by favorable seeding conditions 
existing late in the season, and by 
the rapid rise In the price of this cer- 
eal. The scarcity of good seed wheat 
h is, to some extent, favored a de- 
ceased acreage. The acreage seeded 
this season, as compared with the 
fV! of 1895, is 96 per cent. Taking 
the figures as returned by the county 
a essors, and allowing for the per- 
centage of the crop plowed up last 
s 'ring on account ol winter-killing, 
gives the total of acreage seeded this 
year 948,024 acres The condition of 
the growing plant, especially the ear- 
ly sown, is excellent. The growing 
wi-ither during October resulted in 
p-Tfect germination, and the stand is 
almost pefect, the only exception 
being where inferior seed was sown. 
Pome cases ol this kind are reported 
where resowing was necessary. An- 
other favorable feature is thethorough 
J.eparatlon of the soil for the crop. 
Weather conditions favored this to a 
remarkable degree, and, combined 
with the stimulation of advancing 
frices, the result is the best cultivat- 
ed crops for years. 

HOGS. 

The condition of feeding hogs aver- 
ages 84, which is a falling off from 
last month. The decrease Is due to 
the increased prevalence of cholera. 
The fear ol this disease has caused 
many farmers to rush hogs on the 
market before they were matured. 
Many correspondents express a belief 
that this will have a decided effect on 
the number of hogs to be marketed 
during the packing season. The 
number of hogs, other than those 
being fattened, as compared with 
1895, is 89 per cent. 

SHEEP. 

All reports, point to a decrease in 
the number of breeding ewes in the 
bands ol farmers. The low price of 
lambs lot a series of years, coupled 
with the extreme low price of wool, 
has caused a gradual curtailment of 
flocks. The number of sheep of all 
Linds September 15, 1896, as shown 
by reports of county assessors, is 
813,629, as against 903,615 tor same 
date of 1895. 

NEW STEERABLE BALLOON. 

Can 8« Prop- lied Against Evep a 
Strong Head Wind. 

At tho Berlin Industrial exhibition 
there Is to be soon a wonderful bal- 
loon, which is reported to be steer- 
able in a remarkable degree. This 
tremendous bag rose to tho hoight of 
about 66 feet and was propelled in 
all directions, even against tho wind. 
Tho public was allowed to give the 
directions, so that thoro should be 
no doubt os to the ‘genuine powers 
of the new aerial vessel. Dr. Wol- 
fert, tho designer of the balloon, 
clulms that Dean be steered against 
any wind at any altitude, but this 
has not yet been tested. 

Tlie motive power of this clliptioal- 
ly built balloon Is a kind of doublo- 
b'.adod ship's propeller, having a 
diameter of about three yards. It is 
plaood In front of tbo basket, while 
right below tho car is another pro- 
peller of the same dlmouslous, for 
upward and downward movement. 
Those propellers make 600 revolu- 
tions pur piinuto. Tho engine is of 
eight-horse power. Tho monster 
balloon is over 30 yards long, and 
in the center the diameter Is about 
ten yards. The basket from 
its shape is called a gallerie, 
and Is five yards long. It Is 
constructed of bamboo and is 
fastened to tbo balloon In such' a 
way as to form au Integral part of 
its bulky 8ustalner. Neither part 
can have separate movement. Tho 
mothod of fastening the two Is the 
secret of the Inventor, Dr. Wolfert, 
who will not say naythlng about It. 
lie has modo 63 asoents with other 
smaller Imlloonsof this construction, 
the last time on May 20 from the 
royal department of military 
noronaute' drill ground. This latest 
and largest of his progeny he lias 
christened Deutschland, and It Is 
hinted thut the form of the bolloou 
is not dissimilar from that ordered 
by the Spanish government for use 
..gainst the Cuban revolutionaries. — 
N. Y. Tribune. 

PsiiKintology and Evolution. 

The value of paleontology as af- 
fording a basis for the evolution 
theory Is second to no other series 
of facts. Tho genealogy of the 
horse Is the most striking lustanoo 
of geological succession and tho 
most complete phytogeny of any 
group of tho animal kingdom. 
Messrs. Osborn and Wortman, of 
the Central Park museum, are work- 
ing out further details of this cose, 
and And between two genera of the 
liprso family a series of Interme- 
diate forms connecting Mesohlppus 
and Anchlthorium, so thut a strict 
definition of gonorio and spociflo 
forms becomes Impossible. They 
show that tho tertiary horse wad a 
type "slowly specializing and con- 
stantly increasing lu siea." — N. Y.

HIS LIFE AJ’AILUUE. 

Ex-Foo'msn Tells of Hi* Giddy Rise 
and Ibj Fall That Followed. 

The London Telegraph 1ms l>con 
publishing lately a lot of letters 
from people out Of work, and for one 
reason or another unable to get It. 
Hero Is one of thorn. It discloses a 
varied and decidedly interesting 
carper: 

"Sir: 1 liegun life on my own ac- 

oount as a page boy, and, boing lull 
and of tolerably good appenmtico, I 
was not long In blooming Into a foot- 
man and wliut is termed a thorough 
Indoor servant Afterwords, I was 
fortunate enough to get the position 
as valet to one of the first noblemen 
in tho land, and as such traveled 
with my master all over the world 
and Into the palaces of nearly every 
crowned head of Europe and the 
white house at Washington, seeing 
life and tlie world as only such can 
seo It and enjoy it Hut, alas! I, 
too, fell Into disgrace, though not 
through dishonesty, and liad to leave 
my situation without a csRoctor. 

“I betook myself and family away 
from my associates of tlie past to ft 
western rural district, where somo 
navvy work was going on for the 
Great Western railway. I asked for 
employment, and was set to work at 
3s. 6d. per day unloading truoks of 
ballAst Handling a shovel In front 
of five tons of gravel, I found by the 
blisters It brought on my hands, 
was altogether a different sort of 
employment to making snorey white 
a pair of buckskin breeohes; but I 
brought my trouble on myself, and 
was determined I would not sink 
and my family suffer through it 
more thou I could possibly help. 

"I worked as long as the Job 
lasted, and then served as a farm 
and market garden laborer, ostler, 
potman and fly-driver. I would 
never say I could not do anything 
that was asked me. I hod never 
driven a pair of horse* before In my 
life, and I was lostruoted to drive 
the late Mr. Herbert and Mrs. 
Ingram to the office of tho Illus- ‘ 
t rated London News, In the Stroud, 
from their villa at Acton. But I 
found myself again drifting among 
my old and evil associations, so re- 
solved to emigrate to Canada, and 
for the 12 years I remained In that 
highly favored colony I need not 
have been out of work one day if I 
had liked; and, in my humble opin- 
ion, that Is the oountry for all such 
as are full of the real grit, moderate 
intelligence, and will vigorously ply 
their shoulder to the whoel. 

"A few year* ago I returned to 
England, but I find myself, at 63 
years of age, out of work, though 
full of health and as active as a 
kitten. Better testmonlal* no man 
in England has got than mine. I 
have advertised in various papers 
and answered advertisements in 
numerable, and In every lnstanoe my 
age is my drawback. I have not felt 
old yot, and I would undertake for 
all I am worth — and I am not hard 
up — to cook a four-entree dinner for 
and wait table on six persons, as 
well as, if not better than, any 
young man that ever put foot In a 
dining room, and yet if myself and 
wife, who also Is an aotive, most 
useful Indoor servant, were to offer 
our service* gratis, I don't suppose 
anyone would accept us. 

“We have a few pounds saved, 
which we should like to keep for 
that rainy day that will surely

| nors’ com|mnv to soil foreign wine 
I mid spirits without u license. There 
are still many "free vlnters" 

1 throughout tho country, who do not 
j cotno under tho Jurisdiction of tho 
j licensing authorities. From thno 
immemorial this company also en- 
joyed tho exeluslvo right of "load- 
ing mid landing, pitching twiJ turn- 
ing" winow and spirits trapnrto ) to 
I and exported from tho city of lain- 
| don. Its franchise is still exorcised 
I by its tackle- porters. The gun- 
' makers, too, have kept their right 
) to teat nnd approve guns at their 
proof-house. They formerly had tho 
right to punish any man who inudo 
a gun without having been appren- 
ticed to the trade, und to prevent 
persons hawking guns for sale. 
Another company exercising Impor- 
tant powers Is the Scriveners', which 
prevents any man practising as n 
notary In the city unless he is a 
member of the company nnd duly 
qualified. The Fishmongers' com- 
pany lias always hml the control of 
the fish trade, and a reminder to 
| this effect cuine in the form of a no- 
tice recently issued, addressed to 
“fishermen, fishmongers, dealers in 
fish and others," warning them 
against tho capture of unseasonable 
nnd unclean salmon, and of migra- 
tory fish of ylie genus salmon, nnd 
Its sale either in London or tho 
provinces. They do not, however, 
as in olden times, impose lines "of 
j their own right,” but initiate prose- 
I cutions before the legal tribunals. 
Their functions iu the matter of the 
seizure of unsound fish are also 
largely undertaken now by the in- 
spectors and ofiicors of local author- 
ities. 

Olio of tho lutest powers exorcised 
was hy tho Hatchers' company, 
whieli In the reign of George III. got 
an act passed which wus known us 
1 the “Flaying Act,” by which, in 
concert with tho cordwuiners uud 
j curriers, they had power to levy 
fines on persons "willfully, neg- 
ligently or carelessly" gashing the 
skins of animals when flaying them. 
This act was repealed in 1824. Be- 
fore the commission of sowers took 
over the duty, this company used to 
search for uud seize bad meat; but 
they found a difficulty in recovering 
their costs. Still more curious 
powers of this company were those 
for preventing “forestalling, dis- 
commending oilier men's meat," und 
"conspiring not to sell meat except 
at a certain price.” They had fur- 
ther the ] lower to tax butchers for 
tho removal of tho general offal. Tho 
cordwuiners regulated tho sale of 
boots and shoes up to the time of 
George IV. when tha power ceased 
to be exercised, “by tho will of par- 
liament " — St. James' Gazette.

Each cllp- 
piug has marked upon it the pai>er 
from which it was taken and the 
date of Its appearance.

BRIDGE BUI LDI NG IN 1800. 

Tbs Triu-rph of ai Old-TIno Archi- 
tec ‘j "VUiomry" Srhjni], 

Hare b wks and gome of art are 
occasionally plclul up ut tiie stoagor 
salei In tills city, says tho Now York 
Times, bv mon who m iko u business 
of gambling on tiie contents of 
trunks ami easel auctioned off to 
cover st irop duos. Several trunks, 
the property of a son of a one-tiino 
prominent municipal official of this 
city, were bought in a storage sale 
lust week by Hotsoi't Fullerton, who 
keeps the "Old Curiosity Shop" on 
Third avenue. The owner of the 
trunks lust u fortune in Wall street, 
und is now too poor to pay oven a 
few dollars to save Ids father's pri- 
vate papers and books aud old family 
relics from being sold for storage 
charges. Among the contents of 
ouc of tho trunks wus a raro and lu- 
tnrestlug volume printed In this city 
lu 1800, describing a plan of one 
Thomas ' Hope, urcliltect, for a great 
areh bridge over the Hudson river. 
Mr. Fullerton has decided to pre- 
sent the volume to the civil en- 
gineers' club of this city. 

Thera wure only a fqw hundred 
conies of the volume or luted, cer- 



tain prominent citizens of the city, 
the governor, Daniel D. Tompkins, 
nnd lieutenant governor of the state, 
nnd mayor of New York, Do Witt 
I Clinton, having subscribed to the 
volume and guaranteed the expenses 
i of publication. Architect Pope 
J lived before his time, nnd all through 
the Interesting treatise on his plan 
: for n great bridge over the Hudson 
I nnd a description of ancient bridges 
i there appears the complaining tone 
of an unappreciated genius. Mr. 
Pope must bovo lind enemies, for ho 
refers to men who would have him 
locked up us Insane for daring to 
suggest any such tiling as a bridge 
uctvss a river like the Hudson, with 
nothing to hold It up in the middle. 
Hat men like tho governor nnd 
mayor and those persona who sub- 
scribed to Ills book listened to the 
architect’s story and believed in lain. 
Mayor Clinton believed the dny 
would come when both the East 
river nnd tho beautiful Hudson 
would be apatinod by great bridges 
similur to the one Mr. Pope bad do- 
vised. That was very nearly 100 
years ago, und the Hudson will at 
lust bo spanned by a great structure, 
as tho unappreciated Pope foresaw. 

In Mr. Pope's volume are descrip- 
tions of some of the then groat 
bridges of this country and Europe. 
The bridge over tho Schuylkill, at 
Philadelphia, completed about 1800, 
was the great wonder In bridges In 
America at that time, according to 
Mr. Pope, who believed his scheme a 
far bettor one, doing away with all 
but the end nbutments. 

A bridge at Wnndipoor, Indio, 
was nlso one of the novelties in 
bridges at the time Mr. Popo do- ] 
scribed It It was composed entire- 
ly of fir, and had not the smullcst 
piece of iron or any other metal to 1 
connect its parts. TSw> beams and 
planks were both of hewn fir, pinned 
together by large wooden pegs, 
This bridge hud stood for a century ! 
without sign of doezgr. 

Still another curious-looking ar- 
rangement for a bridge Mr. Pope 
described as being at Ghuka, India. 

It was operated by an endless chain, 
which supported tho platform, and 
was securely imbedded in masonry 
at either end. 

Contrasting these structures In 
the bridge line with some of the 
giants recently erected In this coun- 
try. an idea can be had of the tre- 
mendous progress in bridge build- 
ing. Mr. Pope, if he could now 
gaze on the Brooklyn bridge or some 
of the great structures built on his 
plan without supporters other than 
the abutments on the shores, would 
perhaps speak less harshly of the 
unappreciative people of America 
who could not catch his idea at the 
time he designed the first bridge to 
connect Manhattan island with the 
mainland.

Will Guard Bullion Cars 
Against Western Train 
Robbers. 

It would be odd if Frank Tames, 
Jesse's brother, were to die at the 
hands ol train robbers who followed 
In his early footsteps! It may come 
to pass, too, says the Kansas City 
Times. 

For now that oft quoted bit of ad- 
vice, "Set a tffiet to catch a thief," 
has been heeded hy the express com- 
panies who carry for tunes through 
the Southwestern states in their 
strong boxes, and who lose them 
sometimes at the hands of desperadoes. 

Frank James, wiiosecareer of crime 
is, perhaps, second only to that ot his 
notorious brother Jesse, is to accept 
a position as spe' .al express messed, 
ger, bis duty being no other than 
that ot meeting train robbers at their 
own game. 

Frank James is no longer young, 
but he can still shoot with both hands 
and shoot straight. Hut it is not that 
account alone that his services are in 
demand. The men who have made 
him an ofler have decided that the 
reputation which the man won as a 
desperado when the band which he 
and his brother led was the dteaded 
scourge of several states, will prove a 
better safeguard lor their bullion 
than even his ready revolver. 

Indeed it has been said, and with 
some foundation, that il Jesse lames 
had heeded his brother’s warning he 
would never have been shot down hy 
Ford, whom he trusted so fully that 
he removed his pistol belt and turned 
his death wouud. Frank James bad 
said: 

"Trust no one when the price on 
your head is big enough to make a 
man rich.” 

He is willing to become a watch- 
dog and guard bullion for a liviug 
provided the men who wish to em- 
ploy him will agree to his terras. 

“I’ll take the jo’>.“ he told them, 
"and any one who gets the money 
from any car I’m riding in will get 
it over my dead body. But I’ve been 
supporting my family and little more, 
and if I should go under I want to lie 
sure that they will be provided for. 

“Now, i’ll tell vott what I’ll do. 
You sign an agreement by which 
they are to get $ 10,000 in case. I in 
killed, and I'm your man. I know 
enough about some of them to he 
sure that they can still shoot a little, 
even il the business isn't what it used 
to be.” 

So the man whose name was once 
(eared throughout several states is 
now waiting to see if the expressmen 
will play $ 20,000 against his stake, 
which liis life. It will be strange, in- 
deed, if the former desperado, the 
brains ol the most bloodthirsty set of 
outlaws this country has known, 
stands on the side ol the law against 
msn who regard him nnd bis brother 
as the patterns to be followed.
